THE WAR.
LAST NIGHT’S DESPATCUHES,

THE ARMISTICE FAILS AND THE STRUGGLE
ANOUND PARIS RENEWED—GENERAL CHAN-
GARNIER ON THE SURRENDER OF METZ.

. Loxvon, Nov. 7.

A Prussian dispateh from Versallles reporia that
Thiers positively declined to conclude an armistico
on the basis that the present status continue four
weeks, He had no equivalent to oftfer for the pro-
visioning of Paris, which congequently would not
be conceded. Thiers complains of the annoyance
caused him by the eagerness of American corres-
pondents to obtain news of the recent negotintions.

The Barings have withheld the Prussian loan
which they intended to introduce to-daw,

The correspendoni of the New York Tribune at
Blois, the 3, says the headquarters of the army of
the Loire yesterday were at Mer. To-day a retro-
grade movement is general. The headquarters
moved from Mer to a vil two leagues near
Bloie, on the Orleans road. Forty thousand Pruos-
sians are reported arrived from Metz to reinforce
General Tann, On our side nothing is likely to be
done unless attacked. The government dreads the
etlect of mreverse, and has resolved to risk nothinr.
No attempt to religve Parls will be made for six
weeks at least.

This army equals the enemy immediately in front
numerically, but shows®a compltee want of confi-
dence among the men, and indifference manifested
by the officers, who are mosily without sympathy
with the present Fuvemmeut, I have travelled
much in neighboring districts. The government
everywhere is distrusted and disliked.

Enzaine thought all the time peace would be
proclaimed soon, that Paris would never hold out,
that the war would fall Aat, and that liis military
reputnation would not be impaired. He hoped to
march out of Metz at the head of 150,000 men, the
cream of the French army, and make the publie
belleve hilm n hero, Atfter Bazaine was driven into
Metz on the 19th of Augnst he could have escaped,
had he marched boldly ont with his entire army.
During the thirteon remaining day=of that muatg.
thirty dasys of September, and the firet fifteen
days of October, he could have done this with ab-
solute certainty,

During the last tem days of the inveos!mentof
Metz sorties were imposgible, and no attack nor at-
tempt at escape could be made, bocause wo had no
artillery, no cavalry and enly 6,000 infantry, Wa
could do nothing against three branches of the
Prusgian army.

At the enrrender there were 133,000 soldiers. Of
these 25,000 were woundod or disabled, and 10,000
sick. The cavalry and artillery were useless, be-
canuse they bad no horses, Thus reduced the etftect
ive fores was €0,000 infantry. All our fine horses
were eaten up, our bread sour and we had no salt.
The last ten days of the investment the soldiers
welked in mud up to thelr knees. Heavy rains and
starvation made us surrender.

Baznine n«ver made a eerlous effort to escape
from Metz. Every sortle was only a pretended sor-
tie for a{;pearancc and nothing else. There were
four bigh officera at Metz beszides Bazaine. They
were all for inaction. I saw all the military man-
wuvres, They were all shams, Dazaine and his
friends not acting as soldiers, but only seeking their
own future. The sorties were all in small force,
and conld not be successful. General Changarnier
concluded with some remarks on the political situ-
ation, and declared that the only hope for Franee
was In the restoration of the Orleanists. Napoleon
he coneidered dead.
